Ilr. Biddlc revealed that the 3,771 aliens interned represent 
less than one-half of one percent of the more than 933,000 alien enemies 
in the United States, He explained that the conprehensive files main- 
tained by the FBI make it possible to detennine the beliefs and sympathies 
of all aliens of enemy nationality, and that it is the policy of the 
Department of Justice to take into custody for further, investigation and 
hearings all whose loyalty to the United States is in doubt. However, 
only those regarded as dangerous to the internal security of the country 
are interned. 

Among those interned are 1,853 Germans, 111 Italians, 1,798 
Japanese, 6 Hungai'iaa'j and 2 Rumanians,. 

In all instances, aliens are taken before Hearing Boards who 
iTiakc reccmcndations to the Attorney General- in each cacc. He then 
determinos v/hether the alien enemy is to be interned, paroled or released .

According to Director J.. Ed^ar Hoover, typical of the cases 
investigated by the FBI was that of a. ypung German alien recistered for 
Selective Service in fvew York. He told investicators that he would sur- 
render to the enemy at the first opportunity if he were called into 
military service. He further admitted that he had worked in a German 
Labor Camp during a trip abroad in 1938, but had been rejected for service 
in the German ;.nny because of an eye injury* Pictures of ships in the 
Panama Canal and of the lock installations there were found when his 
premises were searched. He was ordered interned by the Attorney General, 

In another case, a German alien in an eastern city admitted 
under questioning by the FBI that he wanted to see Germany win the war,

Attorney General Francis Blddle announced today that since 
Pearl Harbor it has been necessary for the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
to t&::e into custody only 14.738 aliens of eneiqy nationality as persons 
potentially dangerous to the security of the United States. 

Of this number 3,771 are now interned, ^,113 have been paroled, 
find IflM^ released outright after hearings before local Alien Enemy 
Hearing Boards, The remainder were released after preliminary hearings 
before United States Attorneys. 

fir. Diddle revealed that the 3,771 aliens interned represent 
less than one-half of one percent of the more than 938,000 alien enemies 
in the United States. He explained that the comprehensive files main- 
tained by the FBI make it jsossible to determine the beliefs and sympathies 
of all aliens of enemy nationality, and that it is the policy of the 
Department of Justice to take into custody for further, investigation and 
hearings all whose loyalty to the United States is in doubt. However,

DEPARTIIiW OF JUSTICE 

The Departnent of Justice announced today that a total of 923 
alien enemies have been apprehended by the FDI aa the result of investica- 
tions originatinG from a check on purchasers of '*Rueckwanderer Ilarks"— 
German "re-micration" f'Arks. 

According to FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover, the sale of Rueck- 
. wanderer Ilarks — foreign exchange which could be spent only In Gerrany — 
began in the United States in riay, 1936, and ceased in June, 1941, with 
the freezinc of such forcicn remittances by Presidential Proclamation, 
Information obtained by the FBI, IIr» Hoover said, indicates that the 
entire pro^ran v/as controlled by the Gerriin Ministry of Economics in an 
effort to obtain badli'*-needed foreipn exchange* 

Hoover asserted that soir^ of the jnost dangerous German 
aliens in the United States first came to the attention of the FBI because 
their names appeared on lists of purchasers of Rueckwanderer Marks. Of 
the 923 apprehended, he said, 726 have been interned or paroled and 72 
released. Disposition is pending in 125 cases, In all instances, the 
aliens are given hearings before Alien Bnecy Hearing Boards, with final 
decision made by the Attorney General. 

Purchasers of the ao-callcd German "re-nicration Marks**, 
Mr. Hoover said, have included many naturalized American citizens as 
well as German aliens In this country. He disclosed that two of the 
cii^ht German saboteurs who came to the United States by submarine in 
June, 1942, had purchased such exchange vfhon previously in this country, 
while several convicted CcrrAn spies also had invested Arjerican dollars 
in this typo of German bank credit.

Persons who bought i^uockv/andcror larlcs purchased credit at a 
designated ^Gerrsan bank at the preferential rate of ^,10 relchmarks per 
dollar, ho explained, as compared with the then prevailing rate of 
exchange of 2^lh reic>|inarks per dollar. In order to do so, ho^vever, 
purchasers had to present certificates fron German consular sources.

He bought $610 in Rueclovanderer Marks but no defense 
bonds » This alien also expressed the belief that "might makes richt" and 
announced he would not fight for the United States anainst any Axis power. 
He is now interned for the duration of the war. 

In New York, an alien couple bou^jht $5,000 Cirth of the German 
bank credit. The FBI investication developed that both were violently 
pro-llazl, although they had been in the United States approximately 20 
years. The husband adrdttod Bund neribership but refused to name other 
affiliations, although he was frank in revealing a desire to fieht acainst 
the United otatcs so as to help Gernsany win. In this Instance the husband 
admitted that if a Gcrran cspionaco a^^ent askod him for assistance he 
would comply. Asked if ho' had purchased war bonds, the alien replied* 
"After the v/ar you can paper your room with v*ar bonds." Both husband 
and wife were interned.

The Irani jrration and Kattiralltation Service flans to close 

the intcrrinont canp at Ft« iiiascula, I font ana, in tha noxt fow irseks 
and oxporiencG ha3 dojuonatrated tKtt Qorraans and Italians car.nct be 
intorned in the carno casp satisfactorily. This situation pres'^nts a 
good occcislon to rcvicr.i the whole question of keeping these Italians 
interned as alien enomies* 

Itali an seamen . - Uost of tho aoanen are here involuntarily, 
have no ties here, ai^a any allegianc ^ is to Italy althousU, of course, 
at prosent such allogianco is a conlxised political natter* It la 
doubtful that thoy have an;,- aJlXirnatlvo political views about Italy 
noyr* Uost of tliose seaciGn uero taken froa their ships in cur harbors 
and detained In 3Cnaigration custody even before wo entered the war* I 
recon^jcnd that, -with the exception of a few unreconstructed Fascists 
and old and inflna who should be held as alien encrsdes for repatriation, 
the reriainiRfT seaison be transferred back to Imlgration cuatcdy as 
acoricn rrhc have overstaved their leave so that Uiey may be iiaridled like 
other seamen and if possible b« persu.idod to reship. It is hoped, how- 
ever, that the Icnl Ration Service trill avoid Involuntary reahipoent 
both in tb.o intorr.ot of security and in respect for ft sea:sanis genuine 
fear of reprisals against any raenbers of his family in Northern Italy, 
or similar reasons. 

Civilian It alig n internees , - Kven the few int*rnees who are 
r.ot politically desorajJiea uy Italy < s fall knon that their Fascist 
vle-fs are cor.pletaly discredited in thslr coxraunlties and th«y would 
not be a danr.er to their cara:iunlty if returned on parole. I rftcomnend 
that all of then be placed on strict parole rdth the possible exception 
of anyone who at ill Indicates an unfflllincnosa to oooperate on thla 
basic*

the cases •srill be prepared for individual dacislon in accordance vdth 
your vlowe.

DETEJITION OF COUMUmSTS IN THE EVENT OF SUDDEN 
BIFrTCULTI ITETH THE SOVTST UlilON 

Beference is made to my memoranda to you of Uaroh 8, August 5 and 
September 19h6, concerning the captioned matter. Reference is also made to 
the various conferences between representatives of this Bureau and Itessrs. 
Peyton Ford and H. Graham Uorlaon of the Department dealing with the formulation 
of a policy to support a program of action for this Bureau in the handling of 
Communists in the event of a national emercency or hostilities between the United 
States and the Soviet Union, 

As long ago as September 20, 19li6y the Department had under considera- 
tion a program for detention of Cumaunists in the event of such emergency through 
Presidential directives which would empower the Secretary of War to define mili- 
taiy exulusion areas within which the President would rescind the power of the 
courts to issue writs of habeas corpus and directives providing for the detention 
of persons to be held by the Bureau of Prisons of the Department. These tentative 
plans as outlined by Messrs, Ford and Morioon contemplated formal endorsement of 
any such directives by the President .through Joint Congressional resolutions and 
through the enactment of legislation supporting and supplementing them. 

This broad program, which was strictly tentative in consideration, was 
to be discussed by Departmental representatives with representatives of the War De- 
partment. The objections of this Bureau to certain features of this program, par- 
ticularly with regard to tlie suspension of the writ of habeas corpus were made 
known to Messrs, Ford and Morison and the Department •s representatives advised that 
further consideration would be given to this program and as soon as my conolusive 
drafts were drawn this Bureau^ s representatives would a jain be called^itito examine 
thsffi. ^ 

Ur. Uorison of the Department orally advised on Uaroh 15 1 191j7i that 
tlie War Department had been placed on notice with regard to the tentative program 
drawn up by the Department of Justice. This was seven months ago. , ^ 

During the year which has passed since the Department first coanienced 
consideration of the above m^-^tioned program, the international situation has de- 
teriorated to a marked degree. Furthermore, the administrative reorganization of 
the military forces of the United States has' changed with the establishment of a 
Department of Defense • 

I strongly urge that the problem of detention of Communists in the 
«vent of an emergency involving the Soviet Union and tills country bo discussed by 
t>u on a Cabinet level with the interested Ssorstaries, particularly Secretaries 
<\ State and Defense, and the President*

Tou Hill recall that in my msffloranduta of August 5, I9I461 I strongly 
recommended that appropriate legislation to correct the lack of statutory back- 
ing for the detention of persons dangerous to the security of the United States 
be prepared for submission either to a special session of Congress » irhich might 
be called in the event of such enisrgenoy, or to the regular session whioh oon- 
vened in January V)\xl* Since that time, not only has the international 
situation becoae more tense, but the Comraunists in the United States have in- 
creased their efforts to penetrate those fields of our industry, i.e., machine 
building, transportation and electrical equipment, where acts of sabotage 
irould be most dangerous to our defense. I again urge that appropriate legis- 
lation be in readiness, at least, for the next session of Conf^ress, Should 
hostilities commence with a "snoak attack" against the United States by either 
atomic or bacteriological weapons. Congressional enactment of such a program 
might thereafter be physically impossible, or, at least, too late. 

I feel, as I am sure you do, that neither the Department nor the 
Bureau oan afford to delay in such planning as this any linger. Consequently, 
I urge you to give this problem your i one diet e consideration. X particularly 
urge you to consider the issuance of definite and specific instructions as to 
procedure which shall be followed in the event of an emergency involving the 
United States and the Soviet Union, and that those individuals responsible for 
the carrying out of such procedure be appropriately instructed without delay. 

I would also appreciate your informing this Bureau of any developments 
affecting relations between this country and the Soviet Union which come to your 
attention as a Cabinet Officer which would have any material bearing upon this 
Bureau's responsibilities, so that in turn, can advise ^nd instruct our field 
representatives.

Hoover to Attorney General Biddle tells Uie basic stor)': 

. . , The Secretary stated that he had been in communication with his 
representatives in S:m Francisco and as a result had ascertained that the 
task which they were carrying on (freezing Japanese assets and businesses] 
was an enormous one and that he believed more drastic measures should 
be taken in order to adequately cover and complete it. Tlie Secretary then 
put in a call to Mr. X, one of his representatives in San Francisco, and 
this conversation was heard by all in the Secretary's oflicc ... It was the 
opinion of Mr. X that there should be a round-up of the Japanese in San 
Francisco, Los Angeles and in the bay cities of San Francisco, as well as 
in certain sections of the San Joaquin Valley . . . The Secretary mqwTcd 
of me as to whether this could be done . , . 

I suggested to Secretary Morgcnthau that he call you by phone. I told 

Ithe Secretary that I felt that you would be reluctant to approve any such 
program unless there were sufTicient facts upon which to justify thc^ 
cases of the persons arrested, as I believed you would be opposed to anyj 
"drag-net" or "round-up"* procedure. I pointed out to the Secretary that^

With the hysteria tJjcre were the cold 
calculations of men who wanted the Japanese moved for economic 
reasons and because of racial prejudices. The decisions for the move* 
mcnt were made in the upper reaches of the Adminislration. And so it 
was that tens of thousands of loyal Japanese- American citizens made 
the sad journey from their homes after a directive was issued giving 
the Army authority for the roundup. 

Hoover put his finger on the real reason for the evacuation when he 
told Diddle in a memorandum: 

The necessity for mass evacuation is based primarily upon public and 
political pressure rather than on factual data. Public hysteria and, in some 
I instances, the comments of the press, and radio announcers, have resulted^ 

I Okon and Earl Warren, Attorney General of the State, and on the mili-. 
tary authorities. It is interesting to obscr\'e that little mention has been 
made of the mass evacuation of enemy aliens. 

This was a case in wliich the FBI, after many months of investiga- 
tion, had tagged and arrested 733 Japanese aliens in all parts of the 
nation by 6:30 a.nt., on December 8.

Appraisal Division, National Archives, telephonicaliy inquired if we were in 
possession of or aware of the location of any group or blocks of records 
belonging to Japanese who were arrested at the outbreak of World War II. 
She is attempting to develop this information in order to answer an inquiry ^ 
from the Archivist at the University of Washington who, in researching the 
history of the seizure of Japanese in the northwest area of this country at the 
outbreak of World War II, has been, on occasion, informed that collateral 
records taken at the time of the arrests were in the custody of the FM. 

I informed Mrs. Gersak that I was not familiar with any general':? 
category of records such as she outlined, but, of course, this should notbe , 
confused with the fact that we have security files on various individuals - ; / 
including Japanese as well as other nationalities. Also that while the Bureau / 
handled the apprehension of Japanese as well as Germans at the outbreak of / 
World War II, they were immediately turned over to other authorities along / - . 
with any evidence to be used in determining detention or release. . She was / 
also advised that this Bureau would be glad to consider any specific request 
for information on individuals or groups, but that sufficient identifying data 
necessarily would have to be furnished in-order to Intelligently consider and 
pass upon the request.
